Heart was not previously reflected on Carroll’s discharge 
papers from 1945. Mr. Carroll is 94 years old and his family, 
including his wife, brother, and son, were with him Tuesday 
when Cimaglia,presented the medals.

WILMINGTON -_ The 
Wilmington Board of Health 
plans to attack several pub- 
lic health issues in 2012 
including new private irriga- 
tion, drinking water well 
regulations, and continuing 
the processes with the Olin 
Super Fund Site and 
Krochmal Farms. 

Director of Public Health 
Shelly Newhouse told the 
Crier that Wilmington has 
very limited regulations on 
water and irrigation in com- 
parison to nearby towns. 

“By making regulations we 
can ensure that people are 
protected from contamina- 
tion in their drinking water 
wells and/or irrigation 
wells,” she said. 

The department is also 
petitioning the 
Massachusetts “ Department 
of Transportation to imple- 
ment a no salt or reduced 
salt zone on Interstate 93. 
Newhouse said the Town’s

sodium levels are rising and 
she attributes that rise to 
the salting of I-93 and storm 
water runoff. 

Newhouse said the Olin 
Superfund Site and 
Krochmal Farms’ odor are 
continuing public health 
issues. 

The Olin Site requires con- 
tinued monitoring of pollu- 
tion migration, private well 
contamination, and clean up 
efforts she said. 

The Board is in active legal 


proceedings with idee ase 
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Farms because of the odors 
emitted from the farm and 
its land. The pig farm is in 
Tewksbury, but the farmland 
lies in both Tewksbury and 
Wilmington. 

According to the Order of 
Prohibition Against 
Farming in Wilmington that 
the Board of Health filed in 
2011, the Board determined 


“that the operation of 
Krochmal Farms in the 
Town of Wilmington 


(“Town”) may be harmful to 
the AnbAD Ants of ne Down,

dangerous to the _ public 
health." 

According to the Krochmal 
Farms website, the farm 
owners have taken expan- 
sive measures to go “well 
above and beyond what 
should be expected.” The 
“About Us” page states that 
within the last five years the 
farm has built a new barn to 
house the livestock in a 
cleaner, safer environment 
and installed odor abate- 
ment technology that “cut 
the farm odors down by 
about 90%.” 

“There will always be 
odors associated with farm- 
ing and that might be hard 
for people to hear, especially 
when you can't open your 
windows because the stench 
is so bad,” Newhouse said. 

The continuing issues, the 
new regulations, the peti- 
tions to state government 
and the daily operations of 
the department (inspecting 
restaurants, ‘monitoring the 
safety of drinking water, 
providing vaccinations, 
updating regulations, etc.) 
keep everyone on the Board 
of Health busy all year long. 

Newhouse summed it all up 
with: “I would like to hope 
that we keep our community 
free of communicable dis- 
ease by protecting the food 
we eat, the air we breathe, 
the water we drink and the 
vaccinations we get.”

Farmers’ market 
second season 
planning underway 


WILMINGTON - Even 
though it’s the middle of 
winter and snow is on the 
ground (finally!), now is the 
time that farmers begin 
planning their crops, order- 
ing seeds, and lining up 
places to sell what they har- 
vest in the summer and fall. 
Accordingly, members of the 
Wilmington Farmers Market 
Association (WEFMA) are 
also making plans for the 
market’s second season. 

Having appeared before 
the Board of Selectmen 
meeting in January, the 
WFMA updated the mem- 
bers on the market’s first 
season, and presented plans 
for season two. The general 
consensus from Selectmen 
was that the market had a 
successful first season, and 
was a positive addition to the 
town. 

At the meeting, WFMA 
President Dana Burnham 
laid out the goals for the 
market’s second season. 
Among them is the ability to 
use the same location as last 
season- the site of the for- 
mer Swain School at the cor- 
ner of School Street and 
Middlesex Avenue. An end- 
of-season customer survey 
found that people thought 
that the location was con- 
venient, in particular 
because of the ample park- 
ing. The Association will 
meet with Town Manager 
Michael Caira in February 
to work out the details of 
obtaining a license for the 
use of this public land. 

Also to be discussed with 
Caira are timing changes - 
the same customer survey 
found that people would like 
the market to open earlier in 
the day, and would also like 
for the market season to 
extend into October. These 
are both issues that the 
WFMaA is interested in pur- 
suing with the town.

create uncertainty

WILMINGTON - While 
looking ahead through 2012, 
Carole Hamilton, Director of 
the Planning and 
Conservation Department, 
isn’t sure what to expect. 

Much of the reason for 
uncertainty is the nature of 
the department’s purpose, 
which is more reactive than 
active.

Wilmington’s Elderly Services expands 


programs, staffing for 2012 


Robust programs, energetic volunteers, and new case manager

WILMINGTON - 
According to the U.S. 
Department: of Health and 
Human Services, the num- 
ber of older Americans 
(those 65 years old or more) 
increased by 4.3 million 
since 1999. That population 
statistic will grow signifi- 
cantly in the future because 
right now and through the 
year 2030, the baby-boomer 
generation reaches age 65. 
It’s within that context that 
Wilmington’s Director of 
Elderly: Services, Terri 
Marciello, looks ahead to 
the coming year with great 
enthusiasm for change and 
growth. 

The 2010 US Census 
reports Wilmington’s older 
residents make up 12.9 per- 
cent of the town population. 
That’s almost 3,000 citizens. 
The local Department of 
Elderly Services supports 
citizens 60 years old and

USE YOUR FSA AND A 
TAX CREDIT, TOO 

Many parents use a company- 
offered flexible spending account 
that lets them pay for child care 
with pretax dollars. Good deal. But 
what if your child-care expenses 
top the $5,000 limit of the flex 
plan‘? You may still be able to take 
advantage of the dependent-care 
credit on your tax return. 

That credit applies to as much as 

$6,000 of eligible expenses for filers 
with two or more children under 
the age of 13.

over so Marciello’s senior 
population is even larger. 
Town elderly — services 
include transportation, 
home-delivered meals, edu- 
cation programs, and much 
more. Admirably, 
Wilmington is one of the 
few towns that provide a 
free ride program. 

The Buzzell Senior Center 
is a pivotal part of the elder 
services’ operation. The 
center provides a friendly, 
comfortable place where 
senior residents can social- 
ize with their peers and 
participate in many daily 
classes and activities. 

The age range of seniors 
using the Buzzell Center 
stretches from 60 to 90 
years old. It is a challenge 
to identify different activi- 
ties that will interest and 
serve this diverse group. 
Marciello has set a goal for 
2012 of developing a variety 
of activities that appeal 
across the wide range of 
ages. Towards that end, the 
Center is requesting sup- 
port for foreign language 
classes. Although the focus 
is on those 60 year old and 
above, Marciello is also 
aware there’s _ interest 
among even younger people 
in the Center exercise pro- 
grams. Overall schedule 
and program development 
continues with these 
dynamics in mind. 

Marciello says they are 
also in tune with the

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changes in residents’ use of 
the center. The Center has 
become less of a place 
where people come and 
spend the whole day, 
although it is still done. 
Now it is becoming more of 
a place where they come 
and go throughout the day 
with members focusing on a 
specific event or class. 

Men are also reportedly 
increasing their attendance 
for events and _ facility 
usage. Marciello is investi- 
gating ideas concerning 
development of a men’s 
group focused on different 
types of subjects that gen- 
erally appeal to men. 

One of the ways that 
Marciello is able to keep up 
with change is through her 
membership on the 
Massachusetts Council on 
Aging, which she will con- 
tinue. She learns of solu- 
tions and innovative prac- 
tices through her active 
participation on the board. 
She is also a member of its 
task force for protective 
services. One thing she 
sees is how recession and 
the realities of budgets 
impact elder programs. In 
dealing with such chal- 
lenges, she finds the council 
an important tool for shar- 
ing ideas and general sup- 
port. 

Her participation also has 
provided Wilmington with a 
strong elderly services net- 
work. Marciello explains, 
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“It’s a support system 
where we can reach addi- 
tional resources outside of 
our area.” For example, if 
a Wilmington resident is at 
Emerson Hospital, 
Marciello has contacts in 
the Concord area that may 
assist in providing services. 


Senior Health Education 
Programs Expanded 

Important focus areas for 
2012 are the Buzzell Senior 
Center wellness classes 
under a new expanded 
health program. Last year 
the center hosted a pro- 
gram on chronic disease 
and one on diabetes. This 
year they will have a series 
on arthritis and also repeat 
the Chronic Disease pro- 


gram. 
These programs were 
developed at Stanford 
University and are 


endorsed by the US 
Administration on Aging. 
They are self-help work- 
shops designed to enable 
older adults to take, more 
control of their health. In 
these programs, seniors 
learn to maintain a healthy 
lifestyle to help to reduce 
their risk of disease, injury, 
and disability. 

Marciello describes a very 
interactive curriculum. 
“They have to set goals, and 
they record what they do 
each week.” As time pass- 
es it also becomes a support 
group and _ friendships 
develop. “It’s very reward- 
ing at the end to see such 
improvement,” she adds. 

The center is very fortu- 
nate to have Lahey Clinic 
volunteers who teach the 
courses at no cost to the 
seniors or to the town. No- 
fee programs are an 
important goal for 
Marciello. “I want people 
to be able benefit from the 
social and education pro- 
grams without cost being a 
factor.” 

Building on a pilot pro- 
gram from last year, the 
center is also adding Brain 
Yoga to their schedule. The 
pilot course was well 
received with many 
requests to bring it back. 
As the name implies, it 
does involve some Yoga 
moves and postures, but 
other activities more 
directly involve strength- 


ening brain function. Drills 
include writing with your 
less dominant hand, _tap- 
ping exercises, and chal- 
lenging but simple body 
movements. 


Intergenerational 
Programs Continue 

Programs involving both 
seniors and young adults 
have been a mainstay at the 
Buzzell Center. The Center 
is thrilled to work exten- 
sively with the high school. 
For example, high school 
students teamed up with 
seniors for a talent show 
last November. While ini- 
tially intended to be an 
every-other-year event, its 
success has started a move 
to bring it back this year. 
There was extensive posi- 
tive feedback from both 
sides. 

“Intergenerational events 
such as Game Day and line 
dance classes highlight for 
our young adults that sen- 
iors can be quite active,” 
Marciello explains. The 
students are motivated, and 
each group teaches the 
other. According to 
Marciello, interaction and 
relationships flourish. A 
meeting is being held this 
week to investigate and for- 
malize even more mutual 
project ideas. For 2012, she 
hopes to expand and con- 
nect with the middle school 
as well. A trial program 
last year was successful. 

In addition, Marciello 
reports the Buzzell Center 
seniors have been invited to 
the high school. The school 
nurse, Susan Rowe, has 
facilitated connections 
between to the two entities, 
and now a special program 
is being sponsored by the 
music department. 

Another type of intergen- 
erational exchange comes 
from local Scout organiza- 
tions. They too contribute 
extensively to the elderly 
services programs. Besides 
the efforts of local troops, 
the Center has benefited 
from individuals. Under 
the senior Girl Scout pro- 
gram, Melissa  Prezosi 
taught classes in watercol- 
ors for them. Now Eagle 
Scouts have approached 
Marciello to volunteer their 
time and talent. One new 
2012 Eagle Scout project 


has been approved and a’ 
second is in the works. 


Volunteers Key to 
Continued Success : 

In 2012, there will be sev- 
eral new volunteers adding 
their efforts to the team. 
This has allowed the 
department to add services 
such as minor repairs assis- 
tance and a new on-going 
program where there will 
be an avenue to receive 
help with new technology 
ranging from computers to 
digital cameras. 

“T can’t say enough good 
things about our volun- 
teers,” Marciello says with 
a sincere smile. She 
explains that this incredible 
group of people is very ded- 
icated, and they truly 
believe what they do is “no 
big deal.” But she knows 
better. “We couldn’t make 
it without them.” 

Volunteers are responsible 
for an exciting addition to 
the Center facility. Jack 
Cushing and the Rotary 
Interact high school group 
are teamed up to build 
bocce courts at the Buzzell 
Center, hopefully later this 
next year. ; 

New Case Manager 
Expands Capability 

Wilmington recently 
added a case manager to 
the Elderly Services 
department, Laura Pickett. 
This added resource has 
increased the ability to pro- 
vide community out-reach 
services to people who are 
home bound or just have 
difficulties getting to the 
Center where most elderly 
service programs take 
place. Through Pickett, 
elderly services will now 
have an enhanced capabili- 
ty to follow cases and help 
from beginning to end. 
This could include anything 
from assisting with hospital 
discharge to providing pro- 
tective service against 
financial exploitation.

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Great Transformations 


In January so many of us 
make resolutions to change 
- something about ourselves, 
usually to better ourselves 
in some way. Often, by 
February or March, we’ve 
worn ourselves out, fallen 
off the wagon, or just given 
up. Likewise, communities 
embark on great transfor- 
mations. Witness the con- 
struction of the new 
Tewksbury Memorial High 
School, slated to open later 
this year. Wilmington is 
taking on a similar project, 
scheduled to open in 2014. 
This year Tewksbury faces 
another choice that, if 
passed, will bring a great 
transformation to the town 
government: a new charter. 
So, to go a little sideways 
here, why do communities 
succeed in transformation 
(or companies), where 
individuals struggle? I’ve 
thought about this a little 
bit. Here are a few tips for 
personal transformation 
based on organizational 
changes: 

iF Name your goal, be 
specific, and make it mea- 
sureable. Build a 230,000 
square foot high school, 
lose 30 pounds in six 
months, get the house 
ready to sell in 7 weeks, no 
matter what, the process is 
generally the same. 

2. Break the _ goal 
down into tasks. No goal is 
achieved without a plan. 
Make your plan, and again, 
be specific. To lose thirty 
pounds I will exercise for 30 
minutes every day, raising 
my heart rate, and I will 
document the foods I eat. 
To get my house ready to 
sell, I will paint the down- 
stairs next week, refinish 
the floors in two weeks, 
hire a dumpster to clean 
the attic in four weeks. 

3. Enlist help/sup- 
port. No building is built by 
one person alone. Likewise, 
even personal goals need 
support. To lose weight I 
will join a fitness club/diet 
regimen, etc. But also, tell 
your family and friends 
about your goal. Maybe not 
right at the beginning, but 
let them know what you are 
doing. The praise and 
encouragement you will 
receive along the way 
makes it so worth it. These 
people will also help you 
stay on task, give you a 
boost when you need it, and 
may even be inspired by 
your success. 

4. Assess, reevaluate, 
adjust: Just because you 
missed a milestone, does 
not mean you should shut- 
tle the entire project. On 
any journey detours are 
inevitable - failure is 
optional. When something 
goes awry, Say you gain 
instead of lose a few 
pounds, or you did not get 
the attic cleaned on time, 
take a little time to analyze 
why, then refocus and try 
again.

This week in the 
Tewksbury edition the 
Crier examines the new 
town charter proposal, 
looking at the matter his- 
torically and comparative- 
ly. How did we get to this 
point? What are the most 
significant changes? Most 
people, I think, would be 
surprised to learn that the 
town began looking at mak- 
ing changes to town meet- 
ing back in 1997. The Crier 
also examined the proposal 
comparatively, looking at 
differences between the 
current and proposed char- 
ters. 

I encourage Tewksbury 
residents to attend one of 
the hearings next week and 
take the time to learn as 
much as possible about the 
charter, listen to the rea- 
sons the committee cites 
for their recommended 
changes, and make your 
own decisions. The matter 
is controversial, has trade- 
offs (individual votes for 
expected efficiencies), and 
significantly impacts many 
town departments. More 
information is available on 
the town’s website 
(Tewksbury.info), but only 
either as a 40 page docu- 
ment or a one page sheet. I 
think the Crier staff has 
done a great job of talking 
to the actors, both for and 
against the proposal, and 
reporting on the charter. 
We will continue to do so, 
but the time has come for 
residents to get involved. 

The entire Charter 
process has gone through 
the same general processes 
outlined above, with rea- 
sonable people examining 
the issues, making changes, 
and listening to input. The 
hearings on January 31 and 
February 7 are part of that 
step 4 - assess, reevaluate 
and adjust. Knowing many 
of the people on that com- 
mittee personally, I know 
that they will listen to what 
residents have to say. I 
trust that they will incorpo- 
rate changes that residents 
call for, in this effort at self- 
governance. 

Though no date has been 
set for a vote on the 
Charter, Tewksbury may 
soon have to decide 
whether to embark on a 
great transformation (and 
by great, I mean big) to 
cast aside town meeting - 
and voters will have to 
make that decision at a 
town meeting. Ignoring the 
obvious irony, the decision 
will impact everyone within 
the town; businesses, resi- 
dents, schools, and more, 
for generations. It may be 
January, it may be cold 
(sort of), but follow the 
process Tewksbury, and 
join in the debate. 

I'll see you all Tuesday 
night at Town Hall.

Transparency

This month, the Senate and House of Representatives 
passed legislation that significantly increases oversight 


of special education collaboratives and includes meas- 
ures that will significantly benefit students, sending 
school districts and the taxpayers of Massachusetts 

This bill works towards restoring the trust that was lost 
after gross indiscretions were committed at Merrimack 
Special Education Collaborative (MSEC), and we are 
proud to support increased oversight, transparency and 
accountability for all collaboratives. 

Among a number of other measures, the bill requires 
collaboratives to complete annual audited financial 
reports that must be voted into acceptance by collabora- 
tive board members. This report must also be submitted 
to the Department of Elementary and Secondary 
Education, the Auditor, and most importantly, member 
school districts and the public (via a website). The bill 
also prohibits the executive officer of a collaborative 
from serving as a board member, officer, or employee of 
any related for-profit or non-profit organization. 

No such regulations were in place before this legisla- 
tion, and we trust that the legislation will prevent col- 
laboratives from skirting the system and wasting tax- 
payer dollars as they have in the past. The days of inflat- 
ed pensions and outrageous misuse of taxpayer funding 
are over. 

Senator Finegold filed an amendment that was includ- 
ed in the final Senate bill that will further increase col- 


laboratives’ accountability to its sending school districts 
by requiring the executive director of the collaborative to 
meet annually with the school committee of each of its 
member school districts. Thus, the Tewksbury School 
Committee can engage the executive director of MSEC 
directly and ask for information or explanations on any 
programs or spending. That face-to-face contact will 
give the towns more input on how their special education 
budget is spent and bring in much-needed local over- 
sight. 

The Senate has taken the first step in addressing this 
very serious problem. Rep. Miceli will work with the 
House to make sure that all the safeguards are included 
to make the members of this organization accountable to 
our local education officials. Tewksbury and similar 
communities who are part of the consortium have actu- 
ally been deprived of vital resources by scam artists 
whose primary goal was to line their own pockets with 
public monies, according to Rep. Miceli. 

We look forward to reconciling the’ House and Senate 
versions of the bill to bring lasting and effective changes 
to special education collaboratives’ system.

BOSTON - In response to 
legislation co-sponsored by 
Representatives Jim Lyons 
and Paul Adams, the House 
of Representatives voted 
this January 18 to freeze the 
anticipated unemployment 
insurance tax rate increase, 
and the Senate passed the 
measure January 19. 

Filed by Representative 
Bradley H. Jones, Jr. (R- 
North Reading) and Senator 
Bruce E. Tarr (R- 
Gloucester), House Docket 
4205, An Act Relative to 
Mitigating the Increasing 
Costs for Small Businesses 
by Freezing the 
Unemployment Insurance 
Rate, seeks to prevent a tax 
increase of $220 per employ- 
ee, or 31%, on the 
Commonwealth’s business- 


|} es. Garnering bi-partisan 
| support, the passage of this 


legislation marks the fourth 
straight year that a similar 
bill has been passed by the 
Legislature protecting 
Massachusetts employers 
from this damaging and 
unnecessary tax hike. 

“This rate freeze is essen- 
tial,” said Rep. Jim Lyons of 
Andover, “to protect strug- 
gling small businesses. 
Otherwise, a huge govern- 
ment rate hike will place an 
unacceptable burden on 


family-operated shops and 
i Stores. 


“We must,” Lyons empha- 
sized, “improve the climate 
for local employers to thrive 
and create new jobs. This 
legislation is one step in the 
right direction, one that 
helps small businesses and 
will lead to greater job cre- 
ation and economic growth.” 

“Freezing this tax now and 
reducing taxes across the 
board will build confidence 
within the private sector, 
helping keep people 
employed and end our 
state's part-time jobs cri- 
sis,” said Rep. Paul Adams 
of Andover. “Most impor- 
tantly, overhauling the 
Commonwealth's unemploy- 
ment insurance system will 
help private-sector job cre- 
ators stay here and expand 
here for the long term.” 

Continuing the Republican 
Caucus’ ongoing effort to 
bring long-term job creation 
and economic opportunities 
to the Bay State, Republican 
legislators reached across 
the aisle, working with their 
Democratic colleagues to 
ensure that the anticipated 
tax rate increase would not 
take effect. 

“The House is taking a 
major step today in respond- 
ing to our call for prompt 
action for a freeze in unem- 
ployment rates,” said 
Senator Tarr. “This is clear- 
ly an important step to pre- 


vent an unnecessary penalty 
for employers working to 
emerge from the recession, 
and Senate Republicans will 
work to ensure that our 
chamber also acts quickly to 
address this issue.” 
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The legislation is now in 
conference committee, a 
spokesman for Rep. Adams 
told the Crier. The bills are 
very similar, required minor 
changes before being recon- 
ciled.

In the early 1800s, 
the population center of 
Tewksbury suddenly shifted 
to this northwest area of 
Tewksbury known as 
Belvidere Village. Patten's 
History recalls how people 
from Belvidere Village 
would come in carts and 
wagons to the center of 
Tewksbury and have lunch 
with a drink or two at the 
Brown Tavern. Then they 
would saunter across the 
common to the Town Hall 
and create a ruckus at Town 
Meeting, voting out of 
Tewksbury and_ joining 
Lowell. The annexation of 
Belvidere Village finally re- 
unites the east and west 
parts of the old Wamesit ter- 
ritory. Lowell annexed four 
different parts of Tewksbury 
in 1834, 1874, 1888, and final- 
ly, Samuel Hunt’s Clark 
Road area in 1906.

Central to 
that purpose is_ the 
Wilmington Town Museum 
at the Col. Joshua Harnden 
Tavern which was created 
by the Commission. The 
town obtained the tavern in 
1973 preventing its demoli- 
tion and saving it for his- 
toric preservation. 

As explained in their web- 
site, “The Museum is 
housed in an historic 18th 
century tavern which is an 
excellent example of quality 
construction practices of 
the late 18th century. 
Exhibits are also on display 
in the adjacent late 19th 
century carriage house.” 

Terry McDermott, the 
Museum Curator, describes 
the town museum’s cooper- 
ative relationship with 
young adults and children 
as a highlight for the 
upcoming year. The suc- 
cess of past ventures keeps 
a-focus on expanding these 
activities. For example, the 
museum is obtaining sup- 
port from Eagle Scout proj- 
eets in the upcoming year. 
The projects are in the 
planning stages now. In 
addition, the staff will con- 
tinue Boy Scout and Girl 
Seout tours and programs. 
Further, schools will hold 
their kindergarten tours 
and field trips again in 2012. 

“You would think these 
children are too young for 
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tours and that they would 
be bored,” McDermott says 
referring to the kinder- 
garten program. But she 
finds it just the opposite; 
with curious and engaged 
students. 

Other popular’ events 
which involve and educate 
people of all ages will con- 
tinue in 2012, including a 
wide variety of events from 
the summer Lunch And 
Games program to the 
Holiday Social held in early 
December each year. But 
more important, the muse- 
um is also planning to res- 
urrect the Harvest Festival 
this fall. 

The Harvest Festival 
involves an extensive array 
of indoor and outdoor activ- 
ities. There are colonial 
crafts such as candle mak- 
ing and working with tex- 
tiles. “In the past, over 100 
people have attended the 
event,” McDermott reports. 
“It’s one of the most popu- 
lar things we’ve done so we 
are planning to bring it 
back this year.” 

The New Year also holds 
hopes for some important 
building work. The muse- 
um is seeking funding for 
new windows in the car- 
riage house, repainting the 
tavern, and either repairing 
or replacing the window 
shutters on the tavern. 

While the museum has 
limited published hours, 
McDermott is quick to point 
out that she continuously 
schedules tours at other 
times. 

“Tours are definitely avail- 
able by appointment. 
People make them all the 
time,” she explains. “I’m 
very flexible.” 

Public access is very 
important to McDermott. 

As the town museum cura- 
tor, McDermott reports to 
the historical commission 
and supports their overall 
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efforts as well. For the next 
year, the commission will 
continue preservation work 
on the William Butters I 
Farmhouse. In addition, 
they are finishing the his- 
toric Town Pound project 
with a dedication ceremony 
planned, possibly in the 
spring. The commission is 
also supporting a local 
author who is drafting a 
book on September 1ith and 
the impact and involvement 
of the local community. 
March brings the installa- 
tion of new officers for the 
commission.

A change that has already 
taken place is the addition of 
Dawn Reidy as market man- 
ager for the 2012 season. 
Already a member of the 
WFMA Board of Directors, 
Reidy has volunteered to fill 
the role held last year’s by 
market manager Amanda 
Munsie, a former WFMA 
board member who has 
resigned her position to 
devote herself more fully to 
farming. Munsie will still be 
at the market in 2012, but as 
a vendor; she plans on sell- 
ing heirloom produce and 


free-range chickens. 

Goals for 2012 include a 
focus on hands-on education- 
al programs, involvement 
from more local businesses 
and organizations, having a 
wider variety of farm ven- 
dors, more family activities 
and local entertainers, creat- 
ing a relationship with the 
Wilmington Food Pantry, 
and investigating what it 
would take to have SNAP 
benefits at the market. 

Many of last year’s vendors

projects to move forward in 
2012 is the currently permit- 
ted 108 units of rental afford- 
able housing. at 10 
Burlington Avenue. 

“Hopefully there will be a 
shovel in the ground and a 
building up later this year,” 
she said. 

Another stalled project is 
the Interstate 93 interchange 
that has been in the works 
for many years. As previous- 
ly reported, the interchange 
project needs funding before 
it_ can move forward, but 


“there is indication. that 
members of the Legislative 
Delegation are actively 
assisting in searching for a 
funding source and attempt- 
ing to keep this project on 
track at the federal level,” 
Hamilton said. 

Just because there are no 
big projects on the table 
doesn’t mean that the 
department has much down 
time for relaxation. 
Hamilton said there is plenty 
of ongoing administrative 
and “housekeeping” projects 
that need attending to. The 
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department continues to 
review the zoning by-laws 
for clarity and updating, and 
review of operations and 
procedures to achieve 
greater efficiencies and con- 
solidation of services within 
the department. 

Often times, Hamilton said, 
residents and developers will 
come in to discuss potential 
development projects while 
homeowners and buyers con- 
sistently have questions 
regarding the limitations 
with wetlands conservation

It’s not too often you run 
across. teenagers like Cali 
and Cole Peffer - they are 
both extremely friendly and 
outgoing, funny, sincere, 
thoughtful, extremely 
mature and intelligent kids.

It’s not too often you run 
into teenagers like Cali and 
Cole Peffer, who are as gift- 
ed athletically as well. Cali 
is a top notch sprinter in 
indoor and outdoor track 
and is currently being 
recruited by Division 1 col- 
leges. Cole is a two-sport 
athlete who can bury the 
three-pointer with the best 
of them, and can crush a 
fastball 350-feet.

When the Peffer family 
moved to Wilmington when 
Cali was five years old, they 
became friends with the 
Valente Family down the 
street. The Valentes have six 
boys in their family, and 
that’s how Cali became 
interested in track - always 


running and __ sprinting 
against the boys in the 
neighborhood. 


Cali became a member of 
the WHS Cross Country 
team as a seventh grader 
and amazingly finished 
155th at the #EMass 
Championship Meet at 
Franklin Park in Boston 
with a time of 23:42. The fol- 
lowing year as a ninth grad- 
er, she improved drastically 
to 19:42, shaving four min- 
utes off of her time. She 
completed cross country as 
a sophomore and then decid- 


ed to leave the sport, and 
concentrate solely on track. 
During her freshman out- 
door track season, Cali 
emerged onto the scene at 
WHS and became the only 
member of the team to 
advance to the all-state 
meet. She registered over 
100 regular season points -- 
an incredible accomplish- 
ment -- and qualified for the 
state meet in the 200, 400, as 
part of the 4x800 relay team 
and in the long jump. She 
ended up finishing third in 
the 400 meters at the State 
Class C Meet, despite not 
being in the seeded heat, 
and also finished 19th in the 
long jump. She_ then 
advanced to the All-States, 
where again as a freshman, 
she finished 21st in the 
entire state with a personal 
best time of 60.33 seconds. 


That success on the out- 
door track continued during 
her sophomore season. Cali 
finished the regular season 
with 110 points and again 
was the named the team’s 
MVP. In that span, she 
qualified for the state meet 
in four individual events 
including clips of 13.0 in the 
100, 26.4 in the 200, 60.8 in 
the 400 and leaping 16-10 in 
the long jump. That achieve- 
ments earned her a spot on 
the Lowell Sun All-Star 
team. She ended up missing 
the post season meets after 
suffering a hamstring 
injury. 

“Cali is a very fine 200 and 
400 sprinter,” said track 
coach Tom Bradley. “And 
has been since I have known 
her. She ran a 200 qualifying 
time in a youth track meet 
in her eighth grade year, 


that had the Andover High 
coach raving about her. She 
ended up being our MVP 
during her freshmen and 
sophomore seasons with 
over 100 points both years. 
She made it to the All-States 
during. her freshman year 
with a 60.1 time in the 400. I 
have only had a handful of 
girls go to the all-states (in 
my 15 years of coaching 
here at WHS).” 

The 400 is Cali’s best event, 
and if you know anything 
about track, the 400 is also 
the deadliest event. 

“You look at it as being 
hard but it’s really just one 
lap,” she said. “You look at 


‘it and you say “OK it’s just 


one lap around and I'll be 
done in a minute’ and liter- 
ally you are done in a 
minute. You do finish it but 
oh boy it’s really tough. You 


try to pace yourself but you 
know that you have to sprint 
most of it. When you do the 
300, it’s a full out sprint, but 
the 400 is another 100 
(meters). That first 100, you 
can kind of stride but then 
you have to pick it up and 
then you are dead at the 
end.” 

Last year as a junior, Cali 
missed most of the outdoor 
season due to injuries and 
sickness, but said she has 
big plans this spring. 

“I want to break 60 seconds 
(in the 400),” she said. “If 
you break 60 seconds it gives 
you that edge, and I want 
that edge.”

For the eighth straight 
season, the Wilmington 
High School Girls’

On top of that 
Keane is the first Winter 
season coach at WHS to 
have his team qualify in 
both the Cape Ann League

With three wins 
shy of reaching 100 (97-49) 
in his terrific coaching 
career, Keane kept the spot- 
light of this achievement 
off of himself. 

“It’s a great accomplish- 
ment for the kids,” said 
Keane, who watched his 
Wildcats go 3-0 this week 
with other wins against 
Bishop Fenwick and 
Burlington. “They work 
hard everyday but know 
that we still need to get bet- 
ter. To qualify after just 13 
games is a great accom- 
plishment.” 

The 10-3 record is not only 
a big deal around here in 
town, but in Tuesday 
night’s Boston Herald poll, 
the Wildcats were ranked 
as the No. 3 team in. the 
Division 2 North poll. 

Tuesday night’s win was 
the team’s third against 
ML Division 1 teams. In 
this contest, senior Emily 


Crannell led the way with 
17 points while junior 
Michelle Woods was also in 
double figures with 14. 

On Friday night, less than

The teams played pretty

The team’s best 
scoring chance came with 
just under seven minutes to 
go when Cody McGowan 
came in from the left side, 
put a fancy move on a 
Burlington defenseman 
before his wrist shot was 
smothered by DeCastro. 

Burlington did get on the 
scoreboard with 2:28 to go 
as Trevor Cimino took a 
wrist shot from the right 
hand circle which was 
saved by netminder Drew 
Foley, and the puck came 
loose at the right side of 
the net where Berardi 
fought off a Wildcat defend- 
er and poked the puck past 
Foley into the back of the 
net for the 1-0 lead. 

Wilmington had a golden 
chance to tie the game up 
going on its second power 
play just 5:43 into the peri- 
od, but instead Burlington 
increased its lead to two 
goals as Berardi scored a 
shorthanded goal, coming 
off a turnover in the Devils 
end and going end-to-end 
with the puck. 

Then just three minutes 
later, Burlington scored 


_ two more goals in a span of 


28 seconds to go up 4-0. But 
41 seconds after the fourth 
goal, Wilmington slowly 
crept back in the game 
thanks to its second line, 
which played a very strong 
all-around game.

“Originally I wanted to 
(study) genetics because of 
Cole and his diabetes and I 
started doing it this year 
and it’s just impossible. So I 
figured to stay with biology 
because genetics and biolo- 
gy go hand-and-hand.” 

Bradley added that Cali 
will be a success no matter 
which college she decides to 
attend. 

“Cali will continue running 
in college and do well,” said 
Bradley. “I think she is the 
most impressive looking 
runner I have coached, in 
the sense that when you 
watch her take off in the 400, 
it is amazing. She chews up 
yards with long, graceful 
strides that almost look 
effortless. She is also an 
excellent student and a very 
nice person. I have coached 
her since the sixth grade 
and will miss her, miss her 
long graceful stride and all 
of the points she has con- 
tributed (to the track pro- 
grams).” 


A date to forget 


Cole Peffer will always 
remember the day, 
September 20th, 2008 for the 
rest of his life. After all, his 
life completely changed that 
day. 

“(Iwas a member of the 
cross country team and it 
was during a) cross country 
race,” remembered Cole. “I 
ran the race, finished it and 
Iwent on my knees and 
couldn’t stop vomiting. They 
took me to the hospital. My 
Dad has diabetes too, so 
they tested me and I was 
way up, and they told me I 
had type-1 diabetes. I was in 
children’s hospital for two or 
three days, trying to regu- 
late (the insulin) and get it 
down.” 

According to the American 
Diabetes Association’s web- 
site, “Type 1 diabetes is a 
disorder of the human 
immune system that makes 
it difficult for the body to 
produce insulin. Without 
insulin, the body cannot con- 
vert sugar from food into 
nutrients for cells. Excess 
sugar builds up in the blood 
stream and may eventually 
cause severe damage to 
organs and_ premature 
death. 

“Type 1 diabetes occurs 
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when the body's immune 
system attacks and destroys 
certain cells in the pan- 
creas, an organ about the 
size of a hand that is located 
behind the lower part of the 
stomach. These cells -- 
called beta cells -- are con- 
tained, along with other 
types of cells, within small 
islands of endocrine cells 
called the pancreatic islets. 
Beta cells normally produce 
insulin, a hormone that 
helps the body move the glu- 
cose (i.e., sugar) contained 
in food into cells throughout 
the body, which use it for 
energy. But when the beta 
cells are destroyed, no 
insulin can be produced and 
the glucose stays in the 
blood instead where it can 
cause serious damage to all 
the organ systems of the 
body. 

“For this reason, people 
with type 1 diabetes must 
take insulin in order to stay 
alive. This means undergo- 
ing multiple injections daily 
or having insulin delivered 
through an insulin pump 
and testing their blood 
sugar by pricking their fin- 
gers six or more times a day 
to acquire blood samples. 

“Along with insulin thera- 
py, people with diabetes 
must also carefully balance 
their food intake and exer- 
cise to help regulate their 
blood sugar levels, in an 
attempt to avoid hypo- 
glycemic (low blood sugar) 
and hyperglycemic (high 
blood sugar) reactions, 
which can be life threaten- 
ing.” 

Cole was asked about his 
life, and how much it has 
changed since that cross 
country race (he no longer 
is a member of the cross 
country team) back in 2008. 

“You have to do a lot more 
than the normal teenager,” 
he said. “You have to watch 
what you eat, you have to 
watch your carbs and stuff 
like that, you have to take 
insulin to get it all under 
control. I’ve learned to get it 
under control with my Dad’s 
help, on my own, learning 
more about it, learn how to 
manage it a lot better. It’s 
pretty much like second 
nature to me now.” 

No matter if he’s in school, 
on the baseball diamond or 
hanging with his friends, 
Cole admitted that he 
always has a bag of goodies 
with him, usually a juice box 
and several snacks just in 
case he needs to replenish. 
He added that usually his 
diet doesn’t change before 
basketball or _ baseball 
games, but a lot of the times 
-- including Friday night -- 
his overall strength does 
fluctuate. 

“T’ll eat whatever, it’s just 
a matter of taking the right 
amount of insulin,” he said. 
“(Athletic Trainer) Kate 
(Doherty) has been trying 
to get me to drink more 
water because I’m really not 
a water guy and more of a 
soda person. I’ll test before 
the game and see where I’m 
at and I also test myself dur- 
ing halftime. I usually take 
some insulin to get me down 
and a lot of that depends on 
how I play because I get 
tired pretty easily. 

“When (the insulin amount 
is) high, it’s like a nauseat- 
ing feeling. You start getting 
that pale look and my Mom 
says she always can tell 
when I’m high because I get 
that pale look. If I’m low, I 
feel hungry, I get dizzy and I 
start sweating a lot and it’s 
just weird. It’s been getting 
better but the first few 
games it was pretty shaky 
and it’s always an adjust- 
ment. I think part of it is 
because I didn’t do any (ath- 
letic activities) during the 
fall, so it just becomes 
another thing Ihave to 
worry about.” 

On Friday night, Cole was 
on the bench for most of the 
basketball team’s loss to 
Burlington because of his 
diabetes. He didn’t have 
enough strength, and Joe 
Maiella said that he has 
noticed the effects of the 


diabetes through the three. 


years he’s been Cole’s 
coach. . 

“Tt’s tough and you can see 
it. He didn’t have his legs 
(on Friday night),” said 
Maiella. “You can tell he 
didn’t have his legs whenev- 
er he shot the ball. The dia- 
betes does affect him at 
times. He works through it. 
Tonight he looked a little 
tired and the shots just 
weren’t falling. To be hon- 
est, I think Cole is a little bit 
more tired and the diabetes 
have affected him more this 
year than in the years past.” 

Certainly the diabetes 
holds Cole back at times, but 
as a basketball player, the 
kid can play. 

“Cole is a phenomenal kid 
and I just love him,” said 
Maiella. “He works very 
hard every single day. He’s a 
quiet kid, he’s a fun kid. The 
kid can shoot. The thing 


with Cole is we never fig-. 


ured out if he’s a better 
inside player or a perimeter 
player. He’s sort of mixed 
and can do both, but we 


_have him more of a perime- 


ter player because we have 
Kyle (Abanese) and John 
(Parsons) inside. Cole’s just 
a phenomenal kid.” 

After struggling offensive- 
ly in the team’s first three 
games, Peffer had terrific 
back-to-back performances 
against Tewksbury and 
Littleton in the annual 
Christmas Tournament, 
including scoring 20 points 
and adding ten rebounds in 
the championship win, earn- 
ing him Tourney MVP hon- 
ors. 

“T found my shot,” he said 
about his slow start. “It’s all 
really about confidence. The 
first three games I scored 
six points combined or 
something like that, and 
then the Christmas 
Tournament I’ve always 
liked playing in that tourna- 
ment, but I guess I found my 
shot and I just got more and 
more confident with it. It’s 
all about confidence with 
me. They always tell me to 
shoot, shoot but if I’m not 
hitting my shots, I get gun 
shy.” 

Peffer stands in at 6-foot-4 
on the basketball court and 
you would think he would be 
an incredible post-up player. 
But he’s nothing close to 
that. He’s a terrific outside 
shooter, with an unorthodox 
style of shooting, with the 
ball leaving directly over his 
tall frame. 

“T used to start down (by 
my chest) and then my Dad 
started teaching me to go 
over my head,” said Cole. 
“Once I started to get 
stronger I was able to do 
that more and then it just 
became routine.” 

Cole said that he is unsure 
about playing sports in col- 
lege. As of right now, he 
doesn’t plan on it, but at the 
same time he really has no 
idea which school he will 
attend. After all, he got 
accepted to all seven he 


applied to including 
Southern New Hampshire, 
UNH, UMass-Amherst, 


UMass-Dartmouth, Franklin 
Pierce, Colby-Sawyer and 
Western New England. He 
said he would like to major 


in business, most likely 
accounting.

When you ask Cali or Cole 
to speak about each other, 
you get a look that you don’t 
normally get with other 
teenagers. After all, there’s 
not too many siblings who 
admit they actually like 
each other but with these 
two, the respect and love 
they have for each other is 
genuine and really some- 
thing special - even if Cole 
went a round about way of 
admitting it. 

“We’ve always been com- 
petitive with everything,” 
said Cole. “She was always 
the quick one. I was walking 
at 13 months and she was 
walking at nine, so she was 
running circles around me 
as a baby. But she pushes 
me to do better. Like school 
wise, she gets a better grade 
and I’m kind of mad and the

next time I try to do better 
than her. And in sports, it’s 
the same thing. She’s obvi- 
ously very good in track, 
going to a Division 1 school 
and it makes me want to do 
what she does.”

The electric car (also known 
as electric vehicle or EV) uses energy stored in its recharge- 
able batteries, which are recharged by common household elec- 
tricity. 

Unlike a hybrid car—which is fueled by gasoline and uses a 
battery and motor to improve efficiency—an electric car is pow- 
ered exclusively by electricity. Historically, EVs have not been 
widely adopted because of limited driving range before needing 
to be recharged, long recharging times, and a lack of commit- 
ment by automakers to produce and market electric cars that 
have all the creature comforts of gas-powered cars.

“RED TAIL” is an old-school war movie that tells 
the story of the all-African-American Tuskegee 
Airmen unit of the Army Air Corps that battled 
racism on the home front while helping the Allies 
achieve air supremacy in Europe in WWII. It stars 


Cuba Gooding Jr. and Terrence Howard.

"Red Tails" is an old- 
school war movie with an 
ambitious story to tell. For 
the most part, it succeeds i in 
its mission. 

This project, a longtime 
dream of "Star Wars" cre- 
ator George Lucas, shines a 
movie house spotlight on 
the Tuskegee Airmen, the 
all-African-American unit 
of the Army Air Corps that 
battled racism on the home- 
front while helping the 
Allies achieve air suprema- 
cy in battle in Europe dur- 
ing World War II. 

At the outset of the story, 
Army officials refuse to let 
them get involved in battles, 
relegating them to noncom- 
bat details. 

The major in charge of 
the unit, played by Terrenee 
Howard, gets the Airmen a 
mission that allows them to 
show what they can do, and 
leads to a bigger, more vital 
mission - escorting bombers 
above dangerous terrain.

“Contraband” is a decent 
heist/action thriller film 
starring Mark Wahlberg in 
a familiar role - the 
reformed tough guy who 
must get ‘back into the 
game’ to protect those he 
loves.

The plot plays like this: 
Chris Farraday (Mark

“We are working to find

facturers as well as con- 
sumers with ample thrust to 
accelerate the transition 
towards electric vehicles 
(EVs). 

Several major as well as 
small manufacturers ventured 


into the manufacture of elec- - 


tric vehicles, while a few oth- 
ers announced plans for the 
same. Technological break- 
throughs have expanded the 
scope of electric vehicles con- 
siderably. These develop- 
ments are expected to result 
in widespread acceptance of 
electric vehicles across mass 
markets. 

The US presently consti- 
tutes the largest regional mar- 
ket for electric vehicles, 
accounting for more than 50% 
of the global market, as 
reported by the new market 
research report on Electric 
Vehicles. Nevertheless, growth 
is expected to emanate mainly 
from Asia-Pacific, with coun- 
tries such as China and Japan 
setting aggressive production 
and sales goals. Sales of elec- 
tric vehicles in Japan are pro- 
jected to reach 433,000 units 
by 2012. 

In terms of different types 
of electric vehicles, the global 
electric vehicle market is pri- 
marily driven by Hybrid 


Electric Vehicles, which 
accounts for more than 95% of 
the global market. 


A recent trend in the EV 
market has been the growing 
use of Small Electric Vehicles 
(SEVs) or Neighborhood 
Electric Vehicles. SEVs are 
appropriate for short drives 


within city limits or gated 
communities. As a majority of 
the world population resides 
in cities and close communi- 
ties, SEVs are being accepted 
by city. dwellers. With this 
growing acceptance of SEVs, 
the segment has emerged into 
a niche market. 

Electric cars produce no 
tailpipe emissions, reduce 
dependency on oil, and are 
cheaper to operate. 

Another factor in their pop- 
ularity is convenience: In one 
trip to the gas station, you can 
pump 330 kilowatt-hours of 
energy into a 10-gallon tank. It 
would take about 9 days to get 
the same amount of energy 
from a household electrical 
outlet. Fortunately, it takes 
hours and not days to 
recharge an electric car, 
because it's much more effi- 
cient -. and electric cars 
require almost none of the 
maintenance, like oil changes 
and emissions checks, that 
internal combustion cars 
require. 

As major car companies 
were putting their electric car 
programs on hold in 2004 and 
2005, a perfect storm was 
brewing involving Hurricane 


Katrina, growing acceptance: 


of global warming, high-vol- 
ume Prius sales, oil price 
spikes, etc. The major auto 
companies went back to the 
drawing board and emerged 
with big plans for electric 
cars. The following are a few 
of the models that are now, or 
soon will be, available. 


BMW Megacity 

BMW is working on a small 
electric car that could launch 
in 2012. The Megacity is a low- 
slung three-door four-seat 
hatchback coupe. The car is 
smaller than the Honda Fit, 


and will have a projected 
range of 100 miles. 


Chevy Volt 

Technically a _ plug-in 
hybrid rather than an electric 
car, the Chevy Volt's technolo- 


“gy has leapfrogged standard 


hybrids like the Toyota Prius. 
This well-equipped, five-door, 
four-seat hatchback operates 
as an electric car for its first 
35 or so miles after a full 
charge and then uses gas to 
extend its range. It burns no 
gasoline during the first 40 
miles after a charge, drawing 
energy from a lithium ion bat- 
tery pack. , 


Ford Focus Electric 

The Ford Focus EV is the 
first electric car designed for 
the generic aisle of the dealer- 
ship. The Ford Focus EV is 
targeted to have a range of 100 
miles between charges, cour- 
tesy of a 23 kWh battery pack. 

Nissan LEAF 

Nissan is calling its new 
electric car, the Nissan Leaf, 
the "world's first affordable, 
zero-emission car." Unveiled 
on Aug. 2, 2009, the Leaf is a 
medium-size all-electric 
hatchback that seats five 
adults and has a range of 100 

ECars offers several differ- 
ent brands of these cars at its 
Reading location, not just the 
all-electric Wheego. If they 
don’t have it on site, they can 
quickly get it. 

“We keep a number of 
them here at the dealership, 
but if a customer wants one 
we don’t have, we can get 
them fairly quickly,” said 
Zaeder. “There’s a good net- 
work that exists for these 
vehicles.” 


Wilmington School Committee 
trims prelim budget by $600K

WILMINGTON -_ The 
Superintendent’s — Revised 
Fiscal Year (FY) 2013 Budget 
reduces $630,746 from the 
Preliminary Budget Request 
submitted to the School 
Committee last month. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Joanne Benton presented the 
revised budget request for FY 
2013 at a School Committee 
meeting on Wednesday, Jan. 
ll. The final budget request 
submitted to Town Manager 
Michael Caira totaled 
$32,569,830, which is a 3.5 per- 
cent increase of $31,467,500 
over the FY 2012 budget. 

Benton said the new budg- 
et request includes the fund- 
ing to support a new full-time 
staff member for a newly cre- 
ated Assessment and Data 
Coach job. The new staff 
member would be responsible 
for collecting and analyzing 
data regarding student 
progress and assist in the 


development and improve-. 


ment of instruction, curricu- 
lum, and intervention pro- 


grams. . 

According to the district’s 
Wireless Network and 
Preliminary 1:1 Initiative 
Plan, the new budget would 
also allow the district to con- 
vert the middle school to a 
wireless network. 

The network will allow stu- 
dents to have access to an 
electronic device that will be 
‘used to foster a more easily 
accessible, simpler, paperless 
learning environment from 
anywhere. This project will 
also allow middle school stu- 
dents to have a “seamless 
transition” to the new high 
school that will be equipped 
with a wireless network and 
devices for students. 

“We are hoping to move 
toward a 21st century curricu- 
lum by enabling innovative 
learning methods that inte- 
grate the use of supportive 
technologies,” Benton said. 

Benton said the revised 
budget request will allow the 
school district to continue pro- 
viding many of the current 
services that residents have 
come to expect from the 
Wilmington School District. 


The high school may also 
be undergoing a few changes 
in curriculum and classes. 
Principal Eric Tracy present- 
ed a list of changes that will 
take place at the high school 
during the 2012-2013 school 
year. 

Tracy suggested that the 
Computer Applications class 
be eliminated. 

“The kids already know 
more than we can teach 
them,” Tracy said. “They have 
the skills, now it is up to us to 
take those and apply them.” 

Tracy said the 
Masterpieces of Literature 
class should be dropped 
because of a lack of interest 
from students. The Creative 
Writing class could become a 
single-semester class. Tracy 
said the students’ creative 
juices were running out in the 
second semester. 

Because many students 
were unable to keep up with 
the Italian III course at the 
sophomore level, Tracy sug- 
gests closing the course to 
sophomores. School 
Committee Member Mario 
Marchese expressed concern 
with this decision stating that 
current 6th graders are being 
offered Italian and will be 
sophomores at the high school 
when they reach the Italian 
III level. Tracy and the school 
committee decided the issue 
will be readdressed as neces- 


sary. 
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Tracy requested one new 
course to be offered at the 
high school: Engineering 
Design. 

Tracy proposed a new 
internship program to be 
spearheaded by Tracy and 
Assistant Principals Deborah 
Deacon and Dennis Mahoney 

“Tt will allow our kids to 
dip into the real world,” Tracy 
said. 

The program would allow 
high school seniors to work as 
an intern in the field of their 
choice during the last quarter 
of the year. The school plans 
on having direct and frequent 
contact with the. businesses 
involved and will ask them to 
assess and report on students’ 
progress. Students would be 
required to write essays and 
other reports throughout the 
internship on top of all normal 
school and internship duties.:

The AHA notes that 
excessive consumption of 
alcohol can contribute to 
high triglycerides, produce 
irregular heartbeats and 
eventually lead to heart fail- 
ure or stroke. There is some 
evidence that people who 
drink moderately have a 
lower risk of heart disease 
than nondrinkers. But it's 
also important to note that 
people who drink moderate- 
ly also have a lower risk of 
heart disease than people 


who drink excessively. So: 


when it comes to alcohol, 
moderation reigns supreme. 
One or two standard drinks 
per day is enough depend- 
ing on gender. The Heart & 
Stroke Foundation suggests 
that women who drink 
should not drink more than 
nine drinks a week, while 
men should not exceed 14 
drinks in a single week. 


Of course, if there are 
extenuating circumstances 
then all bets are off. Men 
and women with liver dis- 
ease, mental illness or a 
personal or family history 
of alcohol problems should 
avoid alcohol entirely. In 
addition, those taking cer- 
tain medications should 
avoid alcohol consumption 
as well. For the latter 
group, discuss alcohol con- 
sumption with your physi- 
cian when he or she writes 
you a prescription.
